-RCS dated 05-10-2007 issued by the 
Registrar of Co -op. Societies , Panaji . 


The fact of the case is that the agenda pertaining to 
the election of committee of the said Society was not 
completed for want of time and incomplete issue 
pertaining to election was kept open for discussion in 
the committee meeting to be held next . So much 
so that co -opting , Shri Madhan Chindarkar on the 
Managing Committee by the secretary of the society 
and subsequently electing him as a Chairman of the 
society is in violation to the provision of Section 77 A of 
the said Act. 


b . Written reply dated 30-10-2007 received 

from Secretary and Chairman of the Primary 
Teachers Co - op . Housing Society Ltd., 
Tonca, Caranzalem , Panaji. 


3. Written reply dated 10-11-2007 received 

from Smt. Vimal Apte , Taleigao . 


4. Letter dated 18-01-2007 received from 

Shri Balkrishna N. Pai and 3 other members 
ofManaging Committee. 


Sufficient opportunities were given to all the 
concerned Managing Committee members to submit 
their oral as well as written submissions. The point for 
consideration in the matter was to establish as to 
whether the election process was completed and 
subsequent election to the office bearers was held in 
accordance with the provisions of said Act , Rules and 
Bye -laws of the society. Accordingly the matter was 
taken up for hearing on 30-10-2007 and subsequently 
on 15-11-2007. Adv. Vishwesh A. Kamat represented 
the Managing Committee members . The so called 
Chairman and Secretary of the society filed a joint 
written reply dated 30-10-2007, referred to at b above.

The Vakalatnama nominating Adv . Vishwesh A. 
Kamat to defend the matter on behalf of the Managing 
Committee has been signed by Shri Madan Chindarkar 
and Shri Ganpatrao Palekar in the capacity of Chairman 
and Secretary respectively . However, the copy of the 
resolution / authorisation letter has not been placed on 
record to prove that Shri Madan Chindarkar and Shri 
Ganpatrao Palekar have been authorized by so called 
Managing Committee to sign on its behalf . In view of 
the facts mentioned above, the reply referred to at b 
above can be considered to be filed by only Shri Madan 
Chindarkar and Shri Ganpatrao Palekar and not by all 
the so called Managing Committee members . Moreover, 
Smt. Vimal Apte , has filed her individual reply referred 
to at c above . 


( Persons cited above from 1 to 5 are the members of 
the Managing Committee of the Primary Teachers 
Co -op . Housing Society Ltd., Tonca , Caranzalem . 


The Primary Teachers Co -op . Housing Society Ltd., 
Tonca , Caranzalem , Panaji (hereinafter to be referred as 
" the said society " ) is registered under the provisions of 
the Maharashtra Co- operative Societies Act, 1960 as in 
force in the State of Goa, under registration No. HSG-(6 ) 
-21/Goa and is sub - classified as a Tenant Co -partnership 
Housing Society in terms of Rule 9 of the Co -op . Societies 
Rules, 1962 (hereinafter to be referred as " the said Act 
and Rules " ) in order to fulfill the objects as specified 
under Bye -law No. II of the Bye -laws of the society . 


The submission made by Shri Madan Chindarkar 
and ShriGanpatrao Palekar in 1st, 2nd and 3rd para of 
their written reply cannot be accepted for the reason 
that the same are based on presumption and assumption 
and without any substance . Contents of para 4 of the 
written reply were carefully perused and noted that 
the contents of the said para are also not convincing , 
hence cannot be accepted . 


Based on the representation dated 18-01-2007,made 
by Shri Balkrishna N. Pai and 3 other members of 
the said Society , referred to at d above , and report 
submitted by the Asstt. Registrar of Co- op . Societies, 
Central Zone, Panaji and after being satisfied that 
there is sufficient ground to prove that the Managing 
Committee is functioning illegally, a show cause 
notice dated 5-10-2007, referred to at a above , was 
issued to all the Managing Committee members, referred 
to at Sr. Nos. 1 to 5 , calling upon as to why they should 


The contention made by ShriMadan Chindarkar and 
Shri Ganpatrao Palekar is that, the election process to 
elect the Managing Committee was duly concluded 
in the Special General Body Meeting convened on 
05-03-2006 , with declaration of the result of the election . 
However, from the proceedings of the said meeting, it 
was observed that the agenda pertaining to election of 
Committee members could not be completed for want of 
time and therefore , it was decided by the General Body 
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was illegally signing the papers as Chairman and 
conducting / presiding the meetings of the society , 
moreover, since she was not interested in working under 
a Chairman who was not democratically elected . Further 
stated that she has no objection if the Registrar of 
Co -op . Societies , dismiss the existing Managing 
Committee under the Chairmanship of Shri M. 
Chindarkar. 


to continue with the agenda of election of the committee 
of the said society in the Managing Committee meeting 
to be held subsequently. 

Though it is on record that the election of the 
committee of the said society shall be continued in the 
committee meeting, the very decision of the General 
Body to continue with the agenda pertaining to the 
election in the Managing Committee meeting , was itself 
wrong and not in accordance with the provisions of 
said Act and Rules. Here the point to be noted is 
that, when the General Body has failed to elect the 
Managing Committee in its meeting, the question of 
convening Managing Committee meeting does not 
arise , thus the so called Managing Committee meeting 
purported to have been convened to decide on the 
election matter was without any locus standi and as 
such all the transactions taken place were illegal. 


Moreover, election of the Managing Committee being 
one of the functions of the General Body, the said 
meeting should have been postponed by taking recourse 
of sub - rule 8 of Rule 57 of the said Rules to any suitable 
date , not later that 30 days from the date of the meeting 
as may be decided by the members present at the 
meeting and the agenda of election should have been 
taken up for consideration at the postponed meeting. 
As the election process stated to have been taken for 
consideration in the Managing Committee meeting , the 
same cannot be accepted to be legally completed . 


Taking into careful consideration all the facts and 
the replies filed before me and arguments made by the 
concerned , I come to the conclusion that the election 
process to elect the Managing Committee ofthe Society 
was not completed in the General Body Meeting held 
on 05-03-2006 , so much so that co -option of Shri M. 
Chindarkar and subsequently electing him as the 
Chairman of the society was in violation to the provision 
of Section 77 A of the said Act . Therefore , I am satisfied 
that the so called Managing Committee is continuing 
in the office illegally and without any locus standi and 
if this illegal status of the existing Managing Committee 
is allowed to be continued further, the interest of the 
members of the society , its Creditors and Debtors is 
likely to be affected adversely and may also give scope 
for more irregularities and deficiencies in the 
management and also in the funds of the society. Under 
these circumstances there is no other alternative 
left before me but to declare the so called elected 
Managing Committee consisting of following members 
as illegal and appoint an Administrator /Committee of 
Administrators in terms of clause ( ii ) of sub -section ( 1 ) 
(b ) of Section 77 ( A ) of the Maharashtra Co - op . Societies 
Act , 1960 , as in force in the State of Goa.

In view of the above , I am inclined to pass the 
following order: 


ORDER 


Another contention of Shri M. Chindarkar and 
Shri Ganpatrao Palekar is that Shri M. Chindarkar was 
not co - opted but elected and subsequently inducted 
in the Managing Committee consequent upon 
resignation of one of the elected member . This 
contention of Shri M. Chindarkar and Shri Ganpatrao 
Palekar also cannot be accepted for very reason that if 
any resignation of a member is to be accepted , the same 
is to be accepted by the Managing Committee . In the 
instance case , as stated hereinabove , the election process 
to elect the Managing Committee could not be 
completed and in absence ofduly constituted Managing 
Committee, the question of submitting the resignation 
and accepting the same does not arise . Moreover, it can 
be confirmed from the proceedings of the Sp . General 
Body Meeting held on 05-03-2006 that Shri Chindarkar 
and 3 other candidates in the election fray have secured 
equal votes and since the General Body failed to decide 
in the election matter for want of time, it was proposed 
to continue with the agenda pertaining to the election 
in the subsequentManaging Committeemeeting . Under 
this circumstance , the debate on the point whether Shri 
Chindarkar is elected member of co - opted member is of 
no relevance . Hence the contention of Shri M. Chindarkar 
and Shri Ganpatrao Palekar that Shri Chindarkar is the 
elected member is without any substance and locus 
standi, and therefore cannot be accepted . 


In exercise of the powers vested in me under 
clause ( ii ) of sub - section ( 1) (b ) of Section 77 A of the 
Maharashtra Co -op . Societies Act, 1960, as in force in 
the State of Goa , I, P. K. Patidar, Registrar of Co -op . 
Societies , Govt . ofGoa, hereby appoint Shri P. S. Sawant , 
Sr. Auditor, Co -op . Societies , Central Zone, Panaji , as an 
Administrator to manage the affairs of the Primary 
Teachers Co -op . Housing Society , Tonca, Caranzalem , for 
a initial period of 3 months from the date of taking over 
the charge of the Society . Administrator shall take 
necessary steps to hold the election of the Managing 
Committee within the stipulated period .

Smt. Vimal Apte vide her written reply dated 
10-11-2007 referred to at c above, clarified that she 
had refrained herself from attending the Managing 
Committee meetings after realizing that Shri Chindarkar

And whereas, after detailed examination of the reply , 
the arguments put forth by the School Management 
that the society is validity registered under the Societies 
Registration Act , 1860 and that there is no breach of 
the provisions of the Act and Rules , are not found 
acceptable in view of the facts on record . 


Read : Show Cause Notice No. Acad /MGT/5 /BCH / 

/ 98 / 2811 dated 26-9-2007 . 


Whereas , the Directorate of Education vide show 
cause notice referred to above , had pointed out to the 
School Management of Shri Vijayanand Dnyanprasarak 
Saunstha that the acts of irregularity whereby they have 
contravened the provisions of the Goa School Education 
Rules , 1986 and as such , they were asked to show cause 
as to why the provision of Section 20 of the Goa School 
Education Act , 1984 should not be invoked to take over 
the Management of three schools run by Vijayanand 
Dnyanprasarak Saunstha,Mayem initially for a period of 
three years . 

And whereas , the Chairman of the said society vide 
letter dated 9-10-2007 made a request for grant of time 
of 15 days to file their reply . 

And whereas , the Directorate of Education vide 
letter dated 17-10-2007 considered the request of the 
School Management and granted time of eight days to 
file the reply 


And whereas , at the outset, it is pertinent to state 
that the copy of the registration certificate dated 
14-1-1966 annexed to the reply by the School 
Management is with regard to its original/ initial 
registration and there are no records to show that the 
registration of the society has been renewed 
subsequently which is mandatory in view of the Section 
3 ( B ) ( 5 ) of the Societies Registration (Goa Second 
Amendment) Act, 1998 , and therefore , the status ofthe 
said society is that of an unregistered society. 


And whereas , the contention of the SchoolManage 
ment that the said society is registered under the 
Societies Registration Act, 1860 cannot be accepted as 
the same is registered under the Co -operative Society 
Act, 1960 and the School Management has failed to 
produce renewal certificate , till date to show that the 
said Society is a continuity entity . 


And whereas, the Chairman of the School Manage 
ment submitted the reply dated 22-10-2007 , interalia 
stating therein that they have not contravened the 
provision of the Goa School Education Act and Rules . 


And whereas, under the circumstances, it is not 
possible to accept the arguments of the School 
Management that there is no breach of Rule 37 of the 
Goa School Education Rules , 1986 , as in terms of the 
said Rule 37 , it is mandatory that for claiming grant in 
aid the Society which runs the School has to be 
registered under the Societies Registration Act , 1860 . 


And whereas , the School Management contended 
that their society is validity registered under the 
provisions of the Societies Registration Act and in 
support of the said contention they produced on record 
a copy of certificate dated 14-1-1966 issued by the 
Conservator. 


And whereas , the contention of the SchoolManage 
ment that the Hon ble High Court in Writ Petition 
No. 436/2006 has not given liberty to take action under 
Section 20 of the Goa School Education Act , 1984 is also 
not acceptable in view of the statement made before 
the Hon ble High Court that the withdrawal of order 
should be with the liberty to take such action under the 
Goa School Education Act and Rules as thought fit and 
proper. 


And whereas , the School Management contended 
that the registration once obtained under the provisions 
of the Societies Registration Act provides the institution 
with the continuance of perpetual juristic entity and 
only the Managing Committee goes on changing with 
regard to which there is a dispute between two parties 
pending in the Civil Court. 

And whereas , the Chairman further contended that 
for the purpose of Rule 37 of the Goa School Education 
Rule their society is duly registered and there is no 
breach of Rule 37 . 


And whereas, the statement of the School Manage 
ment that they have not been given adequate 
opportunity to defend their case is also not acceptable 
as they have been accorded adequate opportunity to 
place their defence . 


And whereas, it is the contention of the Chairman 
that the Hon ble High Court in W. P. No. 436/2006 has 
not granted liberty to take action under Section 20 for 
taking over the Management of School. 

And whereas, the Chairman in his reply denied of 
contravening the provision of the Goa School Education 
Act and Rules or neglecting to perform the duties and 
obligations imposed on them under the said Act. 


And whereas, the contention of the School Manage 
ment that they have not neglected to perform the duties 
and obligations imposed on them by or under the Act 
cannot be accepted on the very fact that the School is 
run by an un - registered Society and that by itself 
indicates that the Managements has neglected to 
perform the duty imposed under the Rules. 


Now , after detailed examination of the replies 
submitted by the Chairman , the Government is 
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The Government is also pleased to order that; 


convinced of the circumstances , which call for 
immediate taking over the Management of three schools 
namely, Vijayanand High School, Mayem , Vijayanand 
Dnyanprasarak Saunstha s Higher Secondary School, 
Mayem and Shri Mahamaya High School, Ardhawada , 
Mayem run by Shri Vijayanand Dnyanprasarak Saunstha 
by invoking the provisions of sub - section ( 1 ) of Section 
20 of the Goa School Education Act, 1984 .
